Whatever other pressures 
may be put to bear on prop¬ 
erty values, we in Sierra 
Madre have an opportunity 
to do something for our¬ 
selves by voting yes on all 
three Bond Issues on June 
8. What is the cost? The 
City office facility will cost 
the average property owner 
$1.30 a month. The parks 
a.nd library will cost the 
same property owner 75c a 
month. 'The water system 
improvements are not a 
property tax at all hut are 
paid' for from water sales 
by water users over the thir¬ 
ty-year period of the Bond,

The way the 
courts are going, those peo¬ 
ple who pay inflated prices 
for homes in Arcadia, San 
Marino, I.Ka Canada, Glen¬ 
dale and' South Pasade.na 
have a lot more to worry 
about than we do in Sierra 
Madre. Tire thing we can¬ 
not afford to do is to give

have got to do the right 
thing by tlie City and by 
ourselves. 

Rumors Set Straight 

Now let me clear up a few 
rumors. First, every penny 
of the Bond money used will 
go for capital improvements. 
None of it will go for opera¬ 
tion or maintenance expens- 
tion or maintenance ex¬ 
penses. Second, I have nev¬ 
er found this Administra¬ 
tion misappropriating funds 
whai.soever and they will 
not start now. 

Third, the Recreation Cen¬ 
ter was built from the con¬ 
tingency f\i,nd'. This fund 
was acoumulated from .sales 
taxes from lf)60 to 1965. No 
water funds were ever trans¬ 
ferred to the contigency 
fund. The buildings came in 
$9,000.00 under its estimate 
and was built for .$151,000.00.

EDITORIAL

I am never more serious than I am today in dis¬ 
cussing the forthcoming Bond Election on June 8. If Sierra 
Madre is to survive, if Sierra Madre is to go ahead, then 
we must vote for these bonds and give our City that 
chance. 

Many of you have come to City Hall and gotten the 
facts. I wish that everyone of you would do the same, 
and I know that you would then know the condition of 
your city and what must be done. 

I know that each of you are plagued with taxes, they 
are going up, up and up, and I also know that the situa¬ 
tion is the same for mo, but I can see where we have 
a chance to help ourselves and the additional cost is not 
too much to gamble toward that end. 

By voting the bonds and putting our City in a first 
class condition, we place ourselves in a position to HOLD 
our property values. We have a chance to place ourselves 
in a position where the city will receive more business 
and will hence help us to work down the taxes that are 
placed against us where we receive absolutely no value. 

These bonds are over a period of 30-years, and each 
generation will pay for them as they use them. Do you know 
what would happen if the City Hall would cave in tomor¬ 
row? The expense to the taxpayer would bo twice what 
it would be if wo would do the job today. Immediately 
you would have to find temporary quarters for your Fire 
Department and your Police Department, as well as the 
other service functions of the city. This would be no small 
amount of money, and it would have to be raised immedi¬ 
ately, not over 30 years. Supposing that the over $125,000 
worth of Fire equipment was buried in the collapse. You 
would have to replace it immediately or contract for other 
services, and this would run into a great amount of money 
that would have to be paid for immediately. And on top 
of all of this you would have to immediately start the 
building of a new building, and under duress, and this 
would bo very costly. 

You are aware of the condition of our water system, 
and you know the vital part water plays in your life. 
Can you imagine what would happen if your water system 
was thrown out of function? This happened in Saugus. 
The pipes, wells and storage facilities are in a sad state 
of repair; it would not take much to place all of us in 
an emergency condition within the next hour or two. 

Of course the Parks only add to your enjoyment of 
living, but the cost here is so small that the enjoyment 
would be three times the cost, and all of us deserve to 
live in a community that is well groomed and a pride to 
all of us. 

Believe me folks. If we do not do it at this time, we 
will be faced with it within the next few years and at 
that time the costs will be much, much more and our 
obligation will be greater. Many of us are trapped in the 
community, we cannot leave, we have Invested our life, 
and jewels in the community and we must survive, and 
we can do it over the next 30 years, but it will be the 
downfall of most of us to have to do the job in an emer¬ 
gency and pay for it on an emergency basis. Think of it 
folks, it is your one chance to fight back, so let all of 
us fight it together. Vote "Yes” on the Bond Issues next 
Tuesday.

I expect 
most of us would regret the 
passage of oiur Volunteer 
Fire Department but how 
Important is it to have a 
group of dedicated local 
peqple with a record of 50 
years of devoted service to 
the community. Similarly, 
how much does it mean to 
have our own library sup-

ported as it is by another 
group of ded'icated citizens 
—^The Friend of the Library. 
And, what is the value of 
self-determination with re¬ 
respect to our recreation 
programs? I expect we could 
find some way of maintain¬ 
ing our local Involvement 
in swimming, baseball and 
soccer programs. Albeit there 
might be dlffioulty in deter¬ 
mining what .name to put 
on a trophy when one of our 
teams is a champion. Our 
Sierra Madre Community 
Recreation Center (which 
presently serves about 3,(K)0 
Sierra Madreans a month 
could be operated by the 
County, although I am .un¬ 
certain the direction this op¬ 
eration would assume.

Mt. Wilson 
Trail Race 
Winners 

La.st Saturday, May 29th, 
the famous Mt. WiLson Trail 
Race was held with some 98 
entrants participating, with 
94 of the runners finishing 
the grueling 9Vz mile course 
from Kersting Court to Or¬ 
chard Camp and back. 

The Race was first held in 
1908 and was a yearly event 
until 1912. It was again re¬ 
vived' in the 1930’s and then 
.TV)t held again until 1965 
when tile Search and Rescue 
Team sponsored it. Sierra 
Madre New.s Editor and 
Publisher, R. Robert Evans 
at that time donated a per¬ 
petual trophy and presented 
it to tlie winner, that year, 
Trac.v .Smith wihose time 
was .56:.58:8. Search and Res¬ 
cue again sponsored the 
r.ace in. 1967 and the win¬ 
ner was Fred Veler of Pasa¬ 
dena, with a time of 60:22. 

The event, not held again 
until this year, had some 
new divisions for the run- 
.nens, and ivas televised by 
Foothill TV Cable by man¬ 
ager Roger Walker a .n d 
shown on Channel 3, Sierra 
Madre’s own chan'nel, later 
in the afternoon on the day 
of the race. 

Traev Smith’s record' of 
1966 .still stands: the winner 
of the 1971 Trail Race, in 
the Open, Chuck Smead, did 
a 59:45:8 for the course.

I read a published fact 
the other day from an Offi¬ 
cial Government Bulletin 
tliat I take some argument 
with. The fact stated, in 
context, “Many businessmen 
have struggled with the 
problem that if their husi-

increase, that is proof that 
‘profits were too high.” So, 
too, we in Education have 
the problem that if the pro¬ 
jected budget is cut, and we 
survive, ‘there was fat in 
the budget.’

All over Sierra Madre, as 
well as the rest of the 'na¬ 
tion, “Profits” in business 
are a very scarce thing. 
Continually rising prices 
still puts some of us a 
little ahead, but this cer¬ 
tainly does .n'ot mean that 
“Profits” were too high In 
previous operated years.

Further, conditions exist 
and keep popping up that 
causes increases in taxes, as 
well as increases in opera¬ 
tional expense. A decrease 
in services by either a busi¬ 
ness or a tax qperated agen¬ 
cy certainly does not imply 
that last year the profits 
were too .high or the bud¬ 
gets were fat. It merely 
means that the buying pub¬ 
lic wa.s asking for more and 
the businessman and' taxing 
agency was trying their 
level best to provide more.

Take for instance your 
own Hometown Newspaper. 

If it has .not cut its size in 
number of pages duri.ng the 
last couple of weeks then it 
will happen and happen 
very soon. Loss of business 
will necessitate this out. 
And the .newspaper or the 
merchants are .not entirely 
to blame for the situation. 
When business falls, you 
must make ‘lay-offs’ and cut 
expenses or you cannot pos¬ 
sibly survive, a,n'd all of .us 
will fight to the bitter end 
to survive before we throw 
in the towel.

It is a shame that your 
local newspaper must cut 
it number of pages, this of 
course will eliminate many 
.news items that could have 
been published. Many per¬ 
sons will not receive their 
news releases in the publi¬ 
cation simply because there 
is not sufficient room to do 
so. Pictures will not be as 
plentiful because they cost 
money and the money will 
not be there to biiy them.

Assemblyman Frank Lan- 
terman (R. La Canada) stat¬ 
ed this week that the fourth 
annual filing period for Se¬ 
nior Citizens Property Tax 
Assistance claims began on 
May 16.

New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,600 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals.

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
' Ganawanda Land and Farming Coriwration,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

Hie office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

was a tribute to Calley, the 
American fighting men in 
general, and to the very 
concept of Americanism it¬ 
self. The reaction to Calley’s 
guilty verdict proved that, 
despite all the propaganda 
to the contrary, the Ameri¬ 
can people still have faith 
aivd trust In the men who 
fight and die to preserv’e 
freedom. .Americans still be¬ 
lieve that American fighting 
me.n' are men of honor, even 
though their leaders in gov- 
er.nm.ent may not be.

Heroin Now Dominates 
“Drug Culture" 

Heroin — the death-deal¬ 
ing devil of the narcotics 
world — is spreading from 
the coastal regions into the 
school yards across America. 
’Tire era of Marijuana, the 
era of the amphetamines 
(speed), the era of barbitu- 
ates (downers) have one af¬ 
ter the other in recent years 
captured the momentary 
discipleship of the young 
drug culture masses, mil¬ 
lions of American youth. But 
now the powdery white dev- 
ily — Heroin — from which 
few who use it ever return 
to normal life, .has begun to 
supplant all the less dan¬ 
gerous of the dangerous 
.drugs. At least these are the 
chilling conclusions of one 
of the nation’s best inform¬ 
ed medical practitioners. Dr. 
George R. Gay, Director of 
the Medical Section, Chief 
of Heroin Clinic, Haight- 
Ashbury Medical Clinic, San 
Francisco. He sounded the 
grim warning in a dramatic 
presentation to the Alabama 
Drug Alert ’71 Seminar in 
which we participated. He is 
working among 20,000 most¬ 
ly - young drug abusers in 
the most famous “free clin¬ 
ic” in perhaps the moist no¬ 
torious citadel of hippiedom 
and' the drug traffic in the 
world. Dr. Gay, a dedicated 
Medical Missionary, wears a 
full beard, long hair and 
dresses in the colorful garb 
of a Hindu Swami. 


From Barbs to Heroin 

“Those walking zombies 
don’t usually go to a doc¬ 
tor. ’They go to their drug 
culture cohorts out on the 
street — the friendly push¬ 
er. And the friends set the 
depressed speed victims up 
with barbituates, because 
barbituates are a lovely 
‘downer.’ Tlie speed freak 
can take ‘Barbs’ and all of 
a sudden he can seep for 
the first time in weeks. 'Then 
whe.n he awakens he finds 
that if he takes more ‘Barbs’ 
he can alleviate the pro¬ 
found- depression that comes 
after taking a speed run. So 
he continues to take ‘Barbs.’ 
Now we are into a medical 
quandry — for when you 
withdraw the ‘Barbs’ later 
the addict will convulse and 
maybe die. 

“In September 1969 we 
saw Haight-Asbury evolving 
into a ,new phase — the Era 
of Heroin. Wo began to have 
the most manipulative type 
of patients you’ll ever see. 
When we see these Heroin 
addicts — usually about a 
year after they are ‘caught’, 
we .see a truy criminal per¬ 
sonality, a psychopathic de¬ 
viate off the top of the 
scale.” Dr. Gay says this is 
the pattern now spreading 
out across the country. He 
said Heroin is as easy to get 
on the junior and senior 
high .school grounds as cig¬ 
arettes. 

Dr. Gay said that to ef¬ 
fectively fight the frighten¬ 
ing development in the drug 
culture will require the in¬ 
volvement of every man, 
woma.n- and- child in Ameri¬ 
ca, particularly the non 
drug-using youth. Won’t you 
enlist? If we don’t join to¬ 
gether and win the fight, 
our civilization will die.
